SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  selectmen  wish  to  take  this  opportiinity  to  thank  the  citizens 
of  Charlestown  for  their  cooperation  and  understanding  in  helping  to 
make  the  year  1964  one  of  progress. 

The  Charlestown  Garden  Club  is  to  be  commended  for  their  efforts 
to  beautify  the  Town  by  overseeing  the  setting  out  of  trees  to  replace 
the  ones  we  have  lost,  and  by  planting  flowers  in  certain  triangles  at 
street  intersections. 

The  Tovim  has  purchased  the  necesary  equipment  to  enable  us  to 
buy  gasoline  at  State  prices,  a  saving  of  approximately  6c  per  gallon. 
As  soon  as  this  equipment  is  installed  we  shall  take  full  advantage 
of  this  opportunity. 

The  selectmen  are  pleased  to  report  to  the  citizens  that  due  to  the 
sum  of  money  on  hand  at  the  end  of  1964  it  was  possible  to  invest 
$50,000.00.  A  ninety  day  4%  certificate  of  deposit  was  purchased  from 
the  Connecticut  River  National  Bank.  This  will  net  the  Town  $500.00. 

We  hope  the  people  of  Charlesto^vn  will  give  the  subject  of  zoning 
and  building  ordinances  much  study  and  thought.  This  is  a  most 
important  problem  for  a  growing  town. 

The  sewage  disposal  system  finished  during  the  summer  is  working 
very  well,  and  the  Town  has  been  commended  very  highly  by  State 
and  Federal  officials  for  voluntarily  building  this  facility.  We  have 
taken  steps  to  have  the  Army  Corp  of  Engineers  advise  us  on  how  to 
overcome  the  river  bank  erosion  problem.  Two  representatives  of  the 
Army  Engineers  have  been  here,  and  we  have  been  advised  that  funds 
are  available  for  this  type  of  work.  We  are  now  awaiting  their  report. 

In  the  comparative  statement  you  will  notice  that  there  was  an 
unexpended  balance  of  $2,295.87.  Most  of  the  accounts  were  close 
to  the  amounts  raised  at  the  last  town  meeting.  The  account  that  is 
badly  over  the  appropriation  is  the  public  welfare.  Two  hospital  cases 
were  the  main  cause  of  this.

Nine  of  these  have  been  returned 
as  satisfactory  for  drinking  purposes,  one  sample  has  not  been  re- 
ported back  as  yet.  The  new  well  for  Charlestown's  water  supply  has 
been  tested  by  the  health  officer  and  found  to  be  completely  satisfactory 
for  drinking.  This  is  a  non-chlorinated  supply  and  far  superior  in  taste 
to  our  old  supply.  There  has  been  the  usual  number  of  complaints  ar.d 
requests  in  regards  to  public  nuisances  and  health  problems,  as  well 
as  the  inspection  of  several  homes  for  the  placement  of  State  foster 
children.  All  of  these  have  been  investigated  and  dealt  with  as 
necessary.

CHARLESTOWN  HIGHWAY  REPORT  OF  1964 

The  Charlestown  Highway  Department  would  like  to  report  to  the 
citizens  of  Charlestown  the  work  accomplished  in  1964.  During  the 
winter  we  used  about  fifty  tons  of  salt  to  keep  the  streets  and  roads 
ice-free.  From  a  new  pit  at  the  town  dump  we  obtained  sand  to  use  on 
ice  in  winter  and  fresh  tar  in  summer.  We  used  about  two  thousand 
yards  of  sand.  Many  hours  were  spent  clearing  highways,  side  walks, 
school  yards,  cemeteries,  and  parking  lots  of  snow  and  ice. 
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Spring  work  consisted  of  grading  roads,  clearing  ditches  and 
culverts,  graveling  many  of  the  dirt  roads,  and  removing  the  large 
wood  of  elm  trees  cut  by  the  town. 

Summer  work  consisted  of  applying  calcium  chloride  on  the  gravel 
roads  and  tarring  part  of  the  Acworth  Road.  Cummings  Avenue, 
School,  Elm,  West,  Dell,  Summer,  and  the  River  View  were  tarred. 
We  also  tarred  twenty  seven  driveways.  The  TRA  program  was 
continued  on  the  Calavant  Road  in  North  Charlestown.  The  brush 
and  trees  were  cut  on  three-fourths  mile  of  road.  Approximately  six 
hundred  yards  of  ledge  were  removed.  Four  culverts  were  installed. 
Eleven  hundred  twenty  yards  of  gravel  were  spread  on  one-half  mile 
of  roughed  out  road.  The  finish  gravel  and  asphalt  were  applied  on 
the  1963  section  of  road. 

Fall  work  consisted  of  regrading  the  roads,  cleaning  ditches  and 
culverts  of  leaves,  cutting  two  miles  of  binish  and  mowing  many  of  the 
roadsides.  It  was  also  a  time  to  repair  the  plows  and  other  winter 
equipment. 

We  of  the  highway  department  are  again  looking  forward  to 
serving  the  citizens  of  Charlestown  in  1965.

The  committee  feels  that  the  pay  scale  and  fringe  benefits  now 
in  force  are  not  too  far  out  of  line  with  comparable  jobs  in  the  area. 
A  hospital  insurance  program  is  under  study. 

The  work  done  for  the  citizens  by  the  highway  department  may 
be  vmfair  to  area  contractors,  and  may  be  an  unfair  burden  on  the 
highway  department.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  the  rates 
charged  for  this  type  work  should  be  studied  carefully.

Progress  has  continued  in  providing  a  balanced  selection  of  fiction 
and  non-fiction  for  adults  and  juveniles.  Additional  books  for  children 
are  being  purchased  with  money  from  the  Catherine  McCarthy 
Memorial  Fund. 

Building  maintenance  includes  exterior  painting  and  roof  repairs. 
In  the  basement  shelf  space  was  provided  for  books  used  infrequently. 

A  new  heating  plant  vdll  be  installed  about  February  1,  1965  to 
replace  the  obsolete  and  inefficient  furnace  now  in  use.  It  will  be  paid 
for  with  money  planned  for  the  purpose  in  the  1964  budget  plus  the 
necessary  additional  amount  in  the  1965  budget. 

Combined  efforts  of  the  local  library,  cooperative  book  purchasing, 
the  bookmobile  and  the  state  library  have  improved  the  services 
available  to  local  readers  tremendously.

CHARLESTOWN  WATER  DEPARTMENT 
Report  of  Superintendent  Earl  P.  Putnam 

The  Water  Department  laid  228  ft.  of  2"  cement  lined  cast  iron 
pipe  on  the  old  creamery  road.  Tliis  replaced  old  %"  iron  pipe.  Also 
laid  241  ft.  of  2"  cast  iron  cement  lined  pipe  in  Brackett's  Development 
main  extension,  214  ft.  6"  cement  lined  cast  iron  pipe  in  North 
Charlestown  main  extension,  636  ft.  6"and  390  ft.  2"  cement  lined 
cast  iron  pipe  and  1  hydrant  on  Taylor  Hill.  This  replaced  old  1"  and 
54"  iron  pipe,  Also  laid  231  ft.  11/2"  plastic  pipe  South  Main  St.,  re- 
placing old  %"  iron  pipe,  1,637  ft.  of  1"  and  %"  plastic  pipe  on  the 
North  Hemlock  Road,  new  extension  540  ft.  1^/4"  copper  pipe  on  Lovers 
Lane,  new  extension  57  ft.  1"  plastic  pipe  in  Josef ow's  Development, 
new  extension. 

Two  new  hydrants  were  installed,  1  on  Sullivan  St.  and  1  on 
West  Street. 

The  Department  made  20  new  service  connections,  and  replaced 
14  old  services. 

The  North  Cliarlestown  and  Charlestown  Village  reservoirs  were 
both  cleaned  this  year. 

The  Water  Department  had  a  well  developed  in  the  Frizzell 
pasture  where  the  test  drilling  was  done.  This  well  is  24"  in  diameter 
and  30  ft.  deep.  It  can  pump  up  to  350  gallons  per  minute.  We  have 
the  pump  set  at  150  G.  P.  M.,  and  it  has  not  stopped  since  it  was 
turned  on  Sept.  28th.  In  November  the  water  had  levelled  off.  At  this 
time  we  had  lowered  the  level  6  ft.  from  the  starting  level.  Since 
December  1st  the  water  level  has  come  back  5  ft.  Over  23  million 
gallons  have  been  pumped. 

From  all  records  kept  on  this  well,  we  should  have  a  good  water 
supply  of  excellent  quality  for  years  to  come. 

Detailed  statement  of  $25,000  appropriated  in  1963  for  supple- 
menting the  water  supply  and  construction  of  well  and  extension  of 
present  water  main  in  North  Charlestown. 

Very  little  of  this  money  was  used  in  the  water  supply  in  North 
Charlestown.  This  was  because  the  water  supply  in  North  Charles- 
town has  gained  for  some  unknown  reason,  and  the  problem  was  not 
as  acute  as  it  was  a  couple  of  years  back.  There  will  be  an  article 
in  the  warrant  for  money  to  do  the  well  in  North  Charlestown  as 
planned. 

The  water  supply  in  Charlestown  became  very  acute  in  1963,  and 
with  the  increased  number  of  new  services,  we  had  to  do  something 
to  the  supply  in  Charlestown.  We  had  testings  made  and  found  a 
very  good  supply.  To  have  this  developed  into  a  producing  well,  the 
cost  was  very  reasonable,  and  we  could  not  pass  it  up.  The  Commis- 
sioners had  a  meeting  with  the  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee  on 
the  use  of  this  money  for  Charlestown  village.  It  was  their  vote  to 
use  the  money  and  replace  it  this  year  to  complete  the  well  in  North 
Charlestown.

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association  in  July,  1964,  the  by-laws 
were  amended,  changing  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting  from  the 
second  Wednesday  in  July  to  the  second  Wednesday  in  January.  So  the 
fiscal  year  of  the  association  will  hereafter  be  the  calendar  year,  the 
books  being  closed  December  31.  The  present  report  includes  both  the 
last  full  year,  July  1,  1963  to  June  30,  1964,  and  the  short  year,  July  1, 
1964  to  December  31,  1964.  Hereafter  reports  will  be  for  the  last 
calendar  year. 

During  the  past  18  months,  the  nurse  has  made  465  calls,  listed  as 
follows:  persons  receiving  aid,  227;  other  paid  calls,  114;  courtesy  calls 
(many  on  new  babies),  105;  other  calls,  19.  Some  of  this  last  number 
were  made  at  the  request  of  the  state  Dept.  of  Health.  Included  in 
the  total  number  were  4  emergency  calls.

A  series  of  three  oral  polio  vaccine  clinics,  held  in  the  summer 
and  fall  of  1963  at  the  request  of  Dr.  Willard,  showed  a  total  atten- 
dance of  216.  In  1964  the  visiting  nurse  assisted  the  school  nurse  at 
a  polio  clinic. 

In  early  November,  1963,  Mrs.  Sanderson  concluded  her  duties 
as  visiting  nurse  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Shabbott,  R.N.,  of  Springfield  Road, 
Charlestown,  assumed  the  duties  on  November  18,  1963.  At  that 
time  the  hours  were  changed  to  the  present  schedule.  Mrs.  Shabbott 
is  on  duty  as  visiting  nurse  from  8  to  11  A.  M.,  Mondays,  Wednesdays 
and  Fridays.  Phone  826-3648.  (A  private  line). 

Since  Mrs.  Shabbott  is  also  on  duty  several  nights  each  week  at 
the  Springfield  Hospital,  the  cooperation  of  everyone  is  asked  in 
keeping  calls  to  the  scheduled  hours,  except  in  real  emergencies.  If 
unable  to  reach  Mrs.  Shabbott  during  her  regular  hours,  call  Kendall's 
Pharmacy. 

The  visiting  nurse  can  be  of  help  in  many  ways:  taking  tempera- 
ture, blood  pressure,  giving  baths,  therapy,  hypo's,  changing  dressings, 
etc.  But  for  many  of  these  she  must  have  a  doctor's  order.  Since 
Charlestown  has  been  without  a  doctor,  Mrs.  Shabbott  has  received 
many  requests  for  services  she  could  not  render  because  of  this  fact. 
It  is  important,  during  this  time  when  townspeople  must  depend  on 
out-of-town  doctors,  to  contact  the  doctor  of  one's  choice  and  be 
placed  on  his  patient  list,  before  any  sudden  need  arises. 

Following  Dr.  Willard's  retirement,  the  association  sent  letters 
to  all  known  doctors  in  Springfield,  Bellows  Falls  and  Claremont, 
enclosing  a  card  giving  Mrs.  Shabbott's  name,  phone,  hours  and  other 
information  concerning  the  visiting  nurse. 

The  association  has  received  the  loan  of  baby  scales  for  the  use 
of  the  nurse. 
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Equipment  such  as  crutches,  hospital  bed,  wheel  chair,  etc., 
available  either  as  a  gift  or  on  a  loan  or  rental  basis,  from  any  source 
in  town,  is  being  listed,  as  a  help  in  meeting  such  needs  promptly. 

The  association  also  own  smaller  items  or  sick-room  equipment 
which  can  be  borrowed. 

The  association  helped  in  planning  for  the  Red  Cross  First  Aid 
course  sponsored  by  Charlestown  Grange.  About  20  men  and  women 
were  present  on  January  7,  1964  for  the  first  lesson. 

The  association  is  also  helping  to  publicize  the  resuscitator  by 
suggesting  to  various  groups  a  demonstration  of  its  use  at  their  meet- 
ings. 

The  association  sponsored  a  record  hop  which  netted  $7.40  and  a 
food  sale  which  cleared  $59.85. 

Thanks  go  to  all  who  are  helping  in  any  way.

TEACHING  STAFF

SUPERINTENDENT'S  RECOMMENDATIONS 

Your  superintendent  would  like  to  make  several  recommendations 
for  the  consideration  of  the  School  Board  and  Citizens,  as  steps  to 
the  future. 

1.  That  the  principalship  at  Holden  School  be  made  a  full  time 
supervising  position  and  that  a  new  teacher  be  hired  for  the  6th  grade 
room.  The  Holden  School  v/ith  over  300  pupils  is  too  large  a  unit  for 
a  teaching  principalship.  Such  an  arrangement  also  would  free  the 
principal  and  enable  him  to  devote  full  time  to  administration  and 
planning  for  the  new  elementary  school  unit  which  will  be  ready  in 
another  year. 

2.  That  a  new  custodian  be  hired  to  be  assigned  within  the 
system  and  provide  a  year  of  training  for  an  assignment  in  the  new 
elementary  school. 

3.  It  is  my  intention  tc  recommend  to  the  school  board  that  the 
6th  grade  pupils  at  North  Charlestown  be  transferred  to  Holden  School 
next  year.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  over-crowded  conditions  and 
classroom  sizes  will  not  provide  seating  capacity  for  all  six  grades. 

MAINTENANCE  AND  BUILDING  IMPROVEMENTS 
Mr.  Robert  Jcslin  has  been  in  charge  of  the  janitorial  work  at 
Charlestown  High  School.  He  has  been  assisted  by  Mr.  Arthur  LaForge 
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who  was  assigned  to  night  duty.  Mr.  Walter  Arnold  has  been  in 
charge  of  custodial  work  at  Holden  and  Stucco  School  building's.  Mrs. 
Robert  Nash  has  been  employed  as  part  time  custodian  at  Farwell 
School.  Quite  an  extensive  program  of  cleaning  and  repair  work  was 
scheduled  by  the  school  board  and  completed  diiring  the  summer 
vacation.  The  items  are  as  follows:

Pupil  desks  sanded  and  varnished 

Repair  work  completed  on  benches  in  cafeteria  kitchen 

Redecorated  lower  part  of  gymnasium

Principal's  Report 

The  school  year  1963-64  saw  some  innovations  in  the  marking 
system  and  in  the  introduction  of  mid-year  and  final  examinations 
which  constitute  an  important  part  of  the  semester  grade.  The  pro- 
gram accomplished  its  purpose  in  that  it  stimulated  the  students  to 
greater  academic  effort.  With  a  few  changes  which  will  be  instituted 
next  year  the  program  has  been  well  accepted. 

The  schedule  has  been  adjusted  in  order  to  keep  most  teachers  in 
the  subject  matter  area  in  which  they  are  mo  t  co"vi^et-^"t.  ''^'^e,  ho  e  er, 
are  unable  to  adjust  the  curriculum  to  allow  more  Math  and  Science 
courses  for  the  non-college  student  and  the  conoition  still  exists  where 
we  have  some  forty-five  students  in  freshmen  science  and  less  than 
ten  in  senior  physics.  This  condition  is  due  to  the  small  enrollment  of 
the  school  and  will  be  automatically  eliminated  in  the  new  Fall 
Mountain  Regional  School. 

We  are  most  thankful  for  the  nev/  room  that  was  added  and  the 
addition  of  another  faculty  member  to  help  take  care  of  the  increased 
enrollment.  The  addition  of  a  part-time  librarian  has  also  been  a 
tremendous  improvement  in  the  sei^ice  the  school  can  render  to  the 
students  of  the  community. 

We  are  very  proud  that  two  members  of  last  years  Junior  class, 
Gary  Cameron  and  Thomas  Herzig  were  selected  to  attend  the  St. 
Paul's  School  Advanced  Studies  Program  last  summer.  Both  of  the 
boys  took  the  course  in  "Concepts  of  Math"  and  did  very  well. 

The  newly  organized  dramatic  club,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Monetta  Baldwin,  presented  two  3-Act  plays  during  the  year,  "Fog 
Island"  and  the  more  ambitious  three  act  play  "The  Importance  of 
Being  Earnest".  This  was  the  most  professional  attempt  at  dramatic 
production  ever  produced  at  Charlesto^^^l  High  School  with  costumes 
brought  in  from  New  York  and  scenery  desigmed  and  built  by  Mr. 
Donald  Ptirinton  with  the  assistance  of  the  students. 

In  the  Mathematics  Department,  Mrs.  Daisy  Hronek  again  had 
the  honor  of  being  chosen  to  attend  the  seven  week  Summer  Institute 
in  Mathematics  at  the  University  of  Vermont  which  was  sponsored  by 
the  National  Science  and  Mathematics  Foundation. 

Members  of  the  Advanced  Mathematics  and  Algebra  2  classes 
participated  in  the  1963-64  Annual  National  Mathematics  Examina- 
tion sponsored  by  the  Mathematics  Association  of  America  and  the 
Society  of  Acturaries.  Carlton  Fisk,  a  Junior,  was  the  high  scorer  for 
our  school. 

The  Junior  Industrial  Management  Institute  at  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire  was  attended  by  Lindsay  FVeese,  Betty  Ann  Wood, 
Betty  Lou  Smith,  and  Patricia  Hague.  Miss  Mavis  Churchill  and  Mr. 
Donald  Purinton  were  the  faculty  advisors.  Lunch  and  a  b;mnnet  din- 
ner were  served  to  the  students  who  came  from  all  over  the  state 
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to  learn  first  hand  some  of  the  problems  faced  by  American  Business 
Management.  Our  local  business  concerns  sponsored  this  annual  trip 
to  Durham. 

Charlestown  High  School  was  represented  at  Girls  State  this  year 
by  Patricia  Wetherby  and  Terry  Klementowicz.  These  annual  meetings 
sponsored  by  the  Mothers  Club  and  Professional  Womens  Club  pro- 
vide an  opportunity  for  our  Junior  girls  to  discuss  problems  that 
concern  them,  with  other  girls  from  the  state. 

John  Royce  was  chosen  to  attend  Boys  State  sponsored  by  the 
American  Legion. 

Our  representative  at  the  Model  United  Nations  held  at  Plymouth 
State  College  were  Veronica  Carpenter  and  Donald  Bascom.  The  two 
day  trip  to  Plymouth  is  sponsored  by  the  Charlestown  Rotary  Club 
and  provides  our  students  with  some  excellent  experiences  in  the 
detailed  workings  of  the  United  Nations. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Miss  Arnold  and  the  Foundation  for  the 
support  given  the  school  during  the  past  year.  Our  library  has  been 
enriched  by  $500.00  worth  of  new  reference  books,  a  gift  from  the 
Foundation.  A  tea  was  given  for  the  seniors  at  the  Foundation.  The 
speakers  were  students  from  various  colleges  in  New  England  who 
have  received  scholarships  from  the  Foundation.  They  spoke  about  life 
at  the  various  colleges  and  answered  questions  about  college  life  for 
our  seniors.  Two  of  last  years  seniors,  Veronica  Carpenter  and  Donald 
Bascom  were  granted  college  scholarships  by  the  Foundation. 

i  v\^ould  also  like  to  thank  the  people  and  organizations  of  Charles- 
town for  the  support  they  gave  to  the  drive  for  the  Uniform  Fund.  Due 
to  their  generosity  we  were  able  to  provide  new  home  and  away  uni- 
forms for  the  varsity  team  and  for  the  cheerleaders. 

Department  of  Athletics 
1963-1964 

The  Fort's  soccer  team,  under  Coach  Dunn,  enjoyed  its  finest 
year,  compiling  a  10  and  2  record  in  its  sixth  year  of  competition.  In 
last  seasons  tournament  play  they  defeated  Milford  5  to  4  in  the 
preliminary  game,  and  took  the  measure  of  St.  Mary  1  to  0  in  their 
quarter  final  game.  Their  season  ended  as  they  were  beaten  by 
Tilton-Northfield  1  to  0  in  the  semi-finals  at  Tilton  Boys  School.  The 
boys  receiving  awards  for  their  outstanding  play  were,  Billy  B'llado, 
the  top  scorer,  Carlton  Fisk,  the  best  defensive  player,  and  Danny 
Merrill,  the  most  valuable  player. 

The  basketball  team  reached  the  semi-finals  at  Durham  on  the 
strength  of  its  16  and  2  seasonal  record,  and  wins  over  Lancaster  and 
Inter-lakes  in  tournament  games.  This  season  ended  w^hen  the  New- 
market Mules  defeated  them  in  the  semi-final  game. 

The  baseball  team  had  its  most  productive  season  as  they  battled 
all  the  v.^ay  to  the  finals  of  the  New  Hampshire  Baseball  Tournament. 
Their  overall  seasonal  record  of  11  and  5  enabled  them  to  meet  Hanover 
in  the  division  3  playoffs.  Behind  the  fine  pitching  of  Carlton  Fisk,  the 
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Forts  beat  Hanover  2  to  1  to  capture  the  division  3  title  and  the  right 
to  meet  Conant  in  the  semi-finals.  In  one  of  the  wildest  games  of  the 
year,  they  scored  6  runs  in  the  6th  inning  to  take  this  one  7  to  6. 
In  the  tournament  finals,  with  Fisk  firing  a  fine  2  hitter,  they  were 
beaten  3  to  2  by  Woodsville  on  a  squeeze  bunt  in  extra  innings.

HOLDEN    SCHOOL 

Report  of  the  Principal 

The  formation  of  the  Fall  Mountain  Regional  School  District 
has  caused  us  to  alter  school  plans  in  several  ways.  The  study  on 
Modem  Math  and  the  installation  of  new  texts  in  this  subject  have 
been  suspended  until  we  actively  enter  the  new  district.  It  was  felt 
that  all   schools   in   this  new  district   should  enter  this   together  to 
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insure    some    uniformity    in    the   math    preparation    of   all    students 
entering  a  possible  future  central  high  school. 

New  science  texts  have  been  added  in  grade  six  and  will  be  added 
in  grade  five  in  the  fall  of  1965. 

Grades  one  and  two  were  supplied  with  supplementary  math  aids 
and  materials  through  the  efforts  of  the  P.  T.  A.  Grades  three  and 
four  will  add  similar  materials  this  year.  These  materials  are  of  a 
type  that  can  be  effectively  used  regardless  of  the  math  program 
used  in  the  school. 

The  P.  T.  A.  continues  to  add  supplementary  reading  books  to 
our  classroom  libraries.  These  books  are  generally  of  the  fiction 
type.  In  connection  with  town  library  books,  these  books  are  a  valu- 
able asset  to  reading  and  language  programs.  They  add  greatly  to 
the  general  background  of  the  pupils. 

The  possibility  of  entering  a  new  school  plant  in  the  near  future 
means  that  little,  if  anything,  is  planned  in  the  way  of  renovation  or 
major  repair  to  the  existing  plant.  However,  funds  are  budgeted 
to  maintain  and  add  any  safety  features  that  are  necessary  to  the 
health  and  safety  of  the  pupils. 

Report  cards  are  being  sent  out  this  year  on  a  quarterly  basis. 
A  system  of  written  "warnings"  is  in  use  to  help  parents  to  maintain 
contact  with  pupil  progress.  In  order  to  help  the  pupils  and  to  aid 
the  parent,  these  warnings  are  not  sent  at  any  specific  date,  but  are 
sent  whenever  the  progress  of  a  pupil  is  in  need  of  attention. 

A  regular  program  of  educational  films  is  in  effect.  Each  teacher 
selects  a  specific  number  of  films  several  months  in  advance  which 
are  used  throughout  the  year  to  supplement  classroom  subjects.

A  very  high  enrollment  in  the  primary  grades  made  it  necessary 
to  split  the  third  grade  and  send  eight  into  the  upper  grade  room.  This 
makes  three  grades  in  the  primary  room  with  an  enrollment  of  27 
and  the  upper  room  has  25  pupils  with  four  grades.  The  rooms  are 
filled  to  capacity  and  there  is  very  little  room  for  separation  into 
groups  for  various  activities. 

We  are  striving  to  help  each  child  make  a  great  effort  to  achieve 
the  highest  scholastic  level  possible.  Mrs.  Olive  Decker  is  with  us 
each  Monday  and  gives  individual  help  to  nearly  25  pupils  with  various 
reading  needs.  Mr.  William  Brys  teaches  us  new  songs  each  Thursday. 
He  also  gives  us  other  musical  instruction  and  is  giving  drumming 
lessons  to  three  boys. 

We  have  had  films  and  slides  shown  and  plans  to  use  this  teaching 
aid  more  in  the  coming  months. 

Our  social  activities  have  been  enjoyed  very  much.  A  Hallowe'en 
party,  complete  ^\^th  costumes,  games  and  refreshments,  was  held  in 
each  room.  Both  rooms  participated  in  the  Community  Christmas 
Party  given  at  the  Grange  Hall  Sunday  afternoon,  December  20,  by 
presenting  songs,  choral  readings,  and  recitations.  Mr.  Brys  directed 
and  accompanied  the  musical  part  of  this  program.  Each  room  held 
its  own  Christmas  party.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Nash  presented  the 
boys  and  girls  with  a  Christmas  treat  of  ice  cream.  Before  vacation 
the  children  and  teachers  went  by  bus  to  the  Charlestown  High  School 
gymnasium  to  a  Walt  Disney  movie. 

The  Mother's  Club  gave  a  reception  for  the  teachers  September  15. 

We  have  enjoyed  books  from  the  New  Hampshire  Bookmobile  and 
the  Stowell  Library  of  Claremont  to  supplement  the  school  library 
books. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board  members  and  the  citizens  of 
the  North  Charlestown  community  for  their  co-operation.  We  are 
heartened  by  the  deep  thought  and  concern  expressed  by  a  great 
many  as  to  how  best  meet  the  needs  of  the  children.  We  are  very 
grateful  to  our  superintendent.  Mr.  Noyes  C.  Stickney,  and  to  our 
School  Nurse,  Miss  Florence  Maclver,  for  their  services  and  su  er  ision. 
We  also  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nash  and  Penny 
for  many  extra  little  services.

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SCHOOL  NURSE'S   REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  CharlestoAvn  I  herewith 
submit  my  annual  report  as  School  Nurse  of  Supervisory  Union  #5. 

During  the  1963-64  school  year  six  hundred  and  seventy-one 
vision  tests  were  done.  Thirty  children  found  to  have  visual  problems 
and  twenty-nine  children  were  examined  by  eye  specialists  and 
corrections  were  made  as  indicated.  Five  hundred  and  sixty-four 
hearing  tests  and  seventeen  audiograms  were  done.  Hearing  problems 
were  found  in  four  instances  and  these  children  were  followed  up  by 
their  family  physician. 

Two  hundred  and  six  Junior  High  and  High  School  pupils  were 
examined  by  Dr.  Willard.  No  major  problems  were  found.  This  number 
of  examinations  included  those  done  for  participation  in  the  athletic 
program.  We  do  try  to  do  physical  examinations  on  all  seventh  grade 
pupils  to  be  assured  the  child  is  physically  fit  to  participate  in  the 
physical  education  classes. 

Six  hundred  and  seventy-three  children  were  weighed,  measured 
and  checked  for  noticeable  variations  from  the  normal.  Dental  health 
still  continues  to  present  the  greatest  number  of  problems.  There 
is  just  not  enough  dental  care  available  for  many  of  our  children.  It 
seems  that  we  are  able  to  provide  a  great  deal  in  the  medical  field 
for  the  children  who  need  it — the  only  exception  is  dental  care. 

Tuberculin  Patch  Testing  was  done.  Six  hundred  and  fifty-five 
school  children,  twenty-six  pre-school  children  and  twenty-four  adults 
participated  in  the  program  .  There  were  six  positive  reactions  and 
these  persons  had  chest  x-rays  at  the  Diagnostic  Chest  Clinic  in 
Claremont.  All  x-ray  readings  were  negative.  During  the  coming 
spring  a  different  type  of  test  for  determining  tubercular  contacts 
will  be  used.  This  v/ill  be  the  Stem  Test.  This  program  will  be  carried 
through  the  New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Association. 

Sabin  Vaccine  was  again  oflfered  during  the  summer.  Attendance 
at  the  Clinic  was  only  fair.  It  is  hoped  that  we  Avill  be  able  to  offer 
the  Vaccine  again  before  the  close  of  this  present  school  year. 

Tw'elve  children  attended  the  Guidance  Clinic  in  Claremont  during 
this  past  year.  The  clinic  has  been  a  great  help  to  us,  as  well  as  to 
the  child  and  his  parents.  Six  children  have  been  attending  the 
Crippled  Children's  Clinics  in  Hanover  regularly.  Two  children  are 
receiving  speech  therapy  in  Hanover. 

We  had  rather  a  large  number  of  cases  of  Mximps  and  German 
Measles  this  past  year — accounting  for  a  large  number  of  absences. 
Other  than  that  attendance  was  good. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks 
to  the  School  Board,  Mr.  Stickney,  the  school  personnel  and  the  parents 
for  their  continuing  support  and  interest  in  the  School  Health  Program. 
My  special  thanks  to  Dr.  Willard  who  has  done  so  much  for  this 
program  and  for  the  children.
